THE SPRING POET. | 

Every country editor knows her | 


She is a little elderly woman with a| 
sweet face and a shy manner, and| 
wears a sober gown slightly rusty} 
from wear. Her reticent manner | 
suggests that her life never gave her | 
the needed outlet for emotion that her | 
heart craved. So she writes little jing- | 
les for the poet’s corner, which ex-| 
press thoughts she is too timid to put} 
into spoken words. | 

The county editor does not wel-: 
come them. They cost as much for{ 
type setting as news about Abe John- |; 
son’s hog killing, and attract about | 
one fiftieth as many readers. But the! 
haunting sweetness of the poet’s face | 
is commonly too much for his busi- | 
ness judgment. 

And the spring poet is by no means | 
amyth. The persifiage of smart par-| 
agraphers may have driven her a ittle | 
closer into her reticent self. She! 
does not pluck up courage as fre-| 
quently to visit the newspaper office | 
with her productions. But we are| 
confident that they are done at home 
as of yore, and read amid the applause | 
of emotional nieces and female cou- | 
sins. 

It is an interesting subject for) 
speculation as to why the coming of 
spring produces so much poetry | 
writing. Looking over an index of our | 
leading magazines the other day, we 
found forty poems on spring, to twen- | 
ty-seven on autumn, twelve on winter, | 
and but three on summer. 

Is it not strange that in summer, 
the very high tide of nature, when her 


power and her beauty reach their 
highest point, the activity ‘of the | 
poet sinks almost to zero? 

All which shows that what stirs 


man’s heart is not achievedment but 
achieving. The money getter is 
really happier when he is struggling | 
for his fortune, than he is after he| 
gets it. So while nature is toiling to! 
replace winter's shroud with sum- | 
mer’s tapestry, our heart is stirred by 
the struggle. But when the glorious | 
promise is fulfilled, our little hearts | 
are soon sated, and beauty and abun-| 
dance of life soon become a tale that 
is told. 

Autumn as will have been seen above 
also appeals to the poet, particularly | 
to the very young. At the beginning | 
of life there is a certain pleasure in 
the melancholy of decay. But es

time, that melancholy becomes too 
realistic a reminder of sorrow and 
disappointment. 

Even winter stirs more poetic flame 
than summer's lavish tide, as expres-

Braintree People’s Forum Sunday to 
hear J. Randolph Coolidge, Jr., 
Plan.” Mr. Coolidge described it 
a sort of co-ordination of separate 
town governments for mutual benefit 
and advancement. He said the 
favored co-operation rather than an- 


nexation and was entirely separate 
from any schemes for union with} 
Boston. The proposed plan would 


take in 38 cities and towns within a 
ten-mile ,radius of the State House 
and is intended in no way to interfere 
with the individual governments of 
these communities. 

The metropolitan plan is intended 
to give Boston better docks and ter- 
minal facilities, furnish better high- 
ways to the city, from there reaching 
out into the surrounding places and 
help to solve their problems. Mr. 
Coolidge attributes one phase of the 
high cost of living to congested traf- 
fic conditions in Boston and vicinity

Sillabubs are so light and dsinty 
that it seems a pity they should not 
be enjoyed by all. They are a partic- 
| ularly nourishing food for invalids be- 
cause their chief constituent is whip- 
ped cream. White of egg is also used 
in some sillabubs. 

When it is desired that the sillabub 
should not be so rich, fresh sweet milk 
is substituted. 

The cream or milk is very often giv- 
en a tabg by the use of wine, cider, 
brandy or spices.

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MAPLE SUGAR DESSERTS. 
OW thaf the season for fresi: 
N maple sugar is at hand house- 
wives who are able to avail 
themselves of this delicious American 
sweet may be glad of some recipes 
which will enable them to make a 
more extensive ‘se of it. 
For the Lunch Basket. 

Maple Sandwiches.— Remove the 
crusts from thin slices of whole wheat 
opr Boston brown bread. Butter light- 
ly and sprinkle over the butter some 
pounded maple suger and finely chop- 
ped nut meats. The nuts and sugar 
may be put through the food chopper. 

Here is a recipe fora nice yet whole- 
some cake. 

Maple Layer Cake.—Take a cupful 
of powdered maple sugar and mix it 
with half a cupful of rich cream. Sift 
a teaspoonful of baking powder in one 


and one-fourth cupfuls of flour, adding | 


a teaspoonful of cinnamon and half as 
much allspice. 

Add the yolks of three eggs beaten 
light, a tablespoonful of cold water, 
then mix in the flour and, lastly, the 


| stifly whipped whites of four eggs. 


Pour in layer cake pans or bake in 
a loaf. The frosting for this cake has 
desiccated or fresh cocoanut mixed in. 
For a filling between layer cakes 
make it quite thick with the cocoanut 
and a little thinner for the smooth 
frosting for the top of the cake. 


Luscious Puddings. 

Maple and 
two cupfuls of milk in an enameled 
saucepan. Stir into this two table- 
spoonfuls of fine tapioca, cook for 
twenty minutes and remove from the 
fire. Add the well beaten yolks of 
three eggs and a pinch of salt. 

Put again over the fire and stir till it 
thickens, then allow it to get cold. 
Add one ecupful of chopped nut meats 
and two-thirds ef a cupful of maple 
sirup. Pile the stifly beaten whites 
of the eggs on top and serve. 

Maple sauce that may be served 
with a plain pudding, one that is not 
too sweet, Iaay be thus prepared. 

Maple Dressing. —Take ten table- 
spoonfuls ef powdered maple sugar. 
Add a tabtespoonful of pastry flour 
and pour atowly into a cup of boiling 
water. Cook over hot water, stirring 
constantly for about five minutes. 
Then mix is tw level tablespoonfuls 
of butter. ‘Cake from the fire and add 
just enough vanilla to flavor. but not 
to kill the mapie taste. Serve with 
any pudding that is not very sweet

Holland Codfish.—Take two or three 
good thick cod steaks, lay them inp a 
frying pan with enough water to cov- 
er, add a bunch of herbs and an ontoa 
and simmer for fifteen or twenty min- 
utes.

When cooked 
rub them through n sieve And mix with 
them the juice of half a lemon, a dust 
of pepper and salt and add liquid that 
’s in the dish in which the fish has 
been cooked.

Advance of Five to Seven Percent 
Goes Into Effect In New Hampshire 
and Maine at Once—Mills Affected 


Include Those of American Woolen 


Company—Lawrence Strike Causes 
Mill Owners to Act 


Boston, March 11.—A general ad- 


vance in the wages of textile operat- 


ives in northern New England was 
announced by the various mil! inter- 
ests which have their head offices in 
Boston. 

More than 125,000 persons, includ- 
ing employes of cotton mills in Mas- 
sachusetts, New Hampshire and 


six New England states are affected 
treasurers to increase pay. 

While few cotton mills have made 
definite announcements, it is under- 
stood here that the advance gener- 
ally will not be less than 5 percent 
and for certain classes of operatives 7 | 
percent or more. | 

The New Hampshire and Maine cot- | 
ton mills, which employ 45,000 peo- | 
ple, will make the change in the pay | 
roll today, other mills will do so 


March 18, and the Lowell mills, with 
nearly 20,000 hands, will put the ad- 
vance into effect March 25. 

The Lawrence cotton mills, except- |

i WHY AN ADVISORY BOARD. | 
| Editor of Ledger: 

A very pertinent question at this 
time seems to be, just what is to be 
accomplished by the much talked of) 
advisory board. If the city of Quin- 
cy is employing competent men on| 
the board of assessors and they in 
turn are performing their duties in a 
commendable way there seems to be 
little warrant for an extra expendi- 
ture of eleven hundred dollars of the 
city’s good money which might be 
spent to better advantage in some 
other department. 

If our present board of assessors 
commanding the salary they are paid 
by the citizens of Quincy are not fit- 
ted to do the work involved it does 
not seem possible or probable that 
such men as the bill calls for would be 
obtainable for the sum of two hun-| 
dred dollars a year.

The strike leaders declare that rival |

Yesterday marked the opening of 
the ninth working week snice the in- 
ception of the strike. During~ the

ful of Italian operatives in the Wash-

The*strike quickly spread to other | 
mills and other classes of operatives 
and three days later it was estimated 
that 25,000 men, women and children 

were out of work. Of this number 
18,000 were actual strikers and the 
remainder were forced out by lack of 
work. 

From the first the strike has been 
marked by rioting and sensational in- | 

, cidents. Two persons have been 
killed, large quantities of dynamite | 

| were found hidden in different sec- | 

| tions of the city, while the sound of 


| persing crowds long since ceased to 
be a novelty. 

While the strike came during the 
coldest weather that this section of 
the country has known in many years, 
the mercury for days keeping below 
the zero ir se there has been com- 
paratively ittle suffering. Soup 
kitchens and relief stations have been! 
opened under the auspices of unicn | 
bodies and charitably disposed per- | 
sons, where men, women and children 
have been fed, and it is estimated | 
that no less than $100,000 has been! 
distributed in strike benefits. 

The most riotous scenes of the} 
strike were enacted on Jan. 29. On} 
that morning street cars were mobbed, 
workers stoned and for more than an | 
| hour the city was practically in the} 
‘hands of the strikers and a state of} 
anarchy existed. The police and sol-} 
diers finally subdued the rioters, but} 
that evening trouble broke out afresh 
and Annie Lopizzo, a striker, was | 
shot and killed. | 
The authorities laid the shooting at | 
the door of Strike Leader Joseph J. | 
Kttor and his lieutenant, Arturo M. | 

Giovannitti, alleging that their inflam- | 
matory speeches were responsible for 
the outbreak and consequently the 
woman's death. Both were arrested, 
charged with being accessories to | 
murder, and are now held without bail 
for the grand jury. A few days later | 
a Syrian, was stabbed

Mix over the fire one ounce and a 
half of butter with a tablespoonful of 
flour, add half a pint of boiling water, 
white pepper and salt to taste. Stir till 
the sauce thickens, then take the sauce 
pan off the fire and stir in the yolks of 
two eggs beaten up with the juice of a 
lemon and strain. 


Jerusalem Artichokes, 

Artichokes In Milk.—Pare some Jeru- 
salem artichokes after they have been 
well washed. Boil in milk and water 
until soft. They may be served with 
white or brown sauce or fried in butter 
and served upon a napkin with parsley. 

Mashed Artichokes.—After some Je 
rusalem artichokes have been washed 
and peeled put into a saucepan of 
warm water with salt in it, boil till ten 
der, then serve them. If they are to be

The lower paid workmen are to re- 
ceive the 25 percent advance, the I. 
W. W. leaders declare. 

Frequently premiums were lost to 
the workers under the monthly sys- 
tem because they made good for three 
weeks and fell back on the fourth, 
which was one of the greatest griev- 
ances of the strikers. 

Leaders of the big textile strike, 
now in its ninth week, announced 
that the long-looked-for settlement 
may come before Saturday. 

At a conference at the state house 
yesterday afternoon the sub-commit- 
tee of the strikers’ committee reached 
an agreement with the mill owners. 

What the agreement is and its def- 
inite terms will not be divulged until 
after the executive session of the full 
strike committee, to be held at the 
Franco-Belgian hall today. 

I‘’rom those who are closely asso- 
ciated with the committee it was stat- 
ed that practically the entire demands 
made by the Industrial Workers of the 
World had been met and agreed upon 
by the representatives of the mil 
owners. 

The full strike committee will hear 
the report of the sub-committee and 
at the executive session will decide 
whether the terms are such that they 
can place them before a mass meet- 
ing of the entire striking body. 

But when Chairman Reilly of the 
sub-committee announced as _ he 


stepped from the train at Law- 
rence last night that for the 
first time an agreement had been 


reached, it was practically definitely 
settled in the minds of the concours¢ 
that had gathered to greet the com- 
mittee that only such terms as woul 
satisfy the strikers had been enter- 
tained at the Boston meting. 

Warned by the leaders at meetings 
Monday night to refrain from any dis- 
turbances until the peace negotia- 
tions had been concluded, the strik- 
ers passed a restless but quiet day 
yesterday. In the morning their 
picket lines covered miles of area, 
but not a single disturbance was re- 
corded.

During the Next Year 
AFFECTS 275,000 OPERATIVES 


Cotton Manufacturers Awaiting Out- 
come of Situation at New Bedford, 
Where Request For Ten Percent 


at Barre, Where Worsted Workers 
Are on Strike—Conditions at Law- 


rence Assuming Normal Phase 


Boston, March 18.—Wage increases 
|} aggregating $10,500,000 will go into 
| the pockets of New England textile 
| workers during the next twelve 
months, according to authoritative 
estimates of the result of the present 
upward trend of wages in cotton and 
woolen mills. 

On the basis of an annual pay roll 
of $79,000,000 in the woolen mills, 
| the increase there will amount to $5,- 
000,000, while cotton mill operat- 
ives will receive an advance of $5,- 
000,000. 

Fully 275,000 operatives will share 
in the raise by April 1, if all the mills 
which have not yet joined in the wag 
movement follow the lead of larger 
concerns. Announcements made al- 
ready of contemplated advances in 
| the textile centres of Maine, Massa- 
chusetts and New Hampshire affect 
more than 200,000 mill workers. 

Rhode Island, eastern Connecticut 
and western Massachusetts cotton 
manufacturers, employing many thou- 
sands, have also indicated an intention 
ot equalling the wage advances made 
| elsewhere, but have made no definite 
announcement. They are understood 
|to be awaiting the outcome of the 
situation in New Bedford, where a 
similar grade of fine cloth is pro- 
| duced. 

The New Bedford manufacturers’ of- 
|fer of a 5 percent increase will be 


acted on early in the present week by | i 
; group of women who had pawed over 


the textile cofincil, which recently 
| presented a demand for a raise of 10 
|;percent. A heavy curtailment of pro- 
juction has been necessary in the 


mills during the past eighteen months | 


on account of dull business and this 
fact is pointed to by the Manufactur- 
ers’ association as a reason for the 
refusal of the 10 percent request. 

Although there is a division of opin- 
ion among the operatives, many are 
said to be in favor of accepting the 
manufacturers’ offer at present, and 
reviving their demand for 10 percent 
when business improves. 

Fall River operatives also are giv- 
ing evidence of a spirit of unrest, in- 
duced partly perhaps by the approach 
of spring and by the substantial wage 
increase granted as a result of the 
Lawrence agitation. The textile coun- 
cil, representing five unions, has vot- 
ed to reject the offer of the manufac- 
turers of an advance of 5 percent and 
|demand 15 percent, arguing that the 
| outlook for business in print cloths is 
promising enough to warant the great- 
er raise. 

South 


Barre, a Worcester county 
Village, ‘where 1000 operatives of the 
Barre Wool Combing company, lim- 
ited, and the Nornay worsted mills 
are on strike for more pay, was the 
scene Saturday of a riotous demon- 
stration reminiscent of the stormiest 
period of the Lawrence strike. One 
hundred policemen and deputy sher- 
iffs, who dispersed the riot with their 
clubs, after a hand to hand en- 
counter, seemed to have the situation 
well in hand, but the guard about the 
mills was strengthened this morning. 

Organizers of the Industrial Work- 
ers of the World are active among the 
operatives, taking direction of the 
strike, as was the case in Lawrence. 

Especial importance attaches to the 
Barre situation because many spinning 
mills of New England get their sup- 
plies of combed wool from the Barre 
| Wool Combing company, limited, 
which operates one of the largest 
plants of the kind in this country. The 
entire plant is now idle by reason of 
the strike. 

Small bodies of textile workers are 
on strike also at several other points 
in New England, including North 
Adams and Holyoke. 

Although a few of the big Lawrence 
mills are still nominally under the 
ban of the strike leaders, there 
general return to work this morning 
| in these plants, as well as in the ten 

mills where the strike has been offi- 

cially settled. A desire to get back 
to work after ten weeks of idleness 
and fears that someone else may se- 
cure their places made most of the 
strikers eager for the Monday opening 
of the mill gates.

‘Marines Land Because of th: 


BATTLE IN THE STREETS 


Many Killed In Contest Between 
Hakka Tribesmen and Troops From 
Canton—Long and Intense Suffer-

Pekin, March 19.—A detachment of 
marines from the United States moni- | 
tor Monterey were landed at Swatow | 
in consequence of the continuance of 
disturbances there and the threatening | 
atttitude of some of the natives. The | 
marines have taken charge of the | 
customs house. , | 

Heavy fighting between the Hakka | 
tribesmen and the troops from Canton | 
went on for eight hours yesterday in } 
the streets of the city. Forty natives 
are known to have been killed during | 
the fighting, but it is believed that} 
the casualties far exceed that num- | 
ber. A shot from one of the com- | 
batants, who were firing wildly, killed | 
a bluejacket on board a Japanese war- 
ship in the harbor, while several oth- 
er bullets struck the hull of the Unit- 
ed States monitor Monterey. | 

Reports from Waichow, a_ short} 
distance from Swatow, say that the 
trcops there are mutinous. 

A battalion of the Fifteenth United 
States infantry from Manila has ar- 
rived at Tientsin. The battalion, | 
which is commanded by Lieutenant | 
Colonel Root, is made up of 444 men, | 
including a band. The Americans are 
bow quartered in a large warehouse 
in the French concession. 

Anarchy and famine prevail through- | 
out the country. The nation’s 
finances are in a chaotic condition and 
China is divided into Several parts. 
The legations do not fear any immedi- 
ate or widespread risings, or anti- 
foreign attacks, but they do not be- 
lieve that the country: will be reunited, 
the army disbanded and reorganiza- 
tion and progressive development ac- 
complished without long and intense 
suffering and serious political strug- 
gles.

It is harsh treatment, but the city 
needs teh money and there is no goo | 
reason why obligations due the city | 
for taxes should not  be- liquidated 
equally as soon as obligations due to 
individuals by the city.

| President Kirby began with some 
| axplanation of the purposes of the 
| organization of which he is president, 
|and then plunged into scathing denun- 
| station of the A. F. of L. 

“Now, what do you suppose would 
{be our industrial conditions today if 
!s;omething, or somebody, hadn't in- 
-erposed a potent objection to the pro- 
zress that Gomperism was making 
:welve years ago? It is unreasonable 
Oo say that had it not been for organ- 
\ized resisance to the strides which 
3ompers and his hosts were then 
making we would all now be bound 
hand and foot in the throes of militant 
organized labor? 

| “As itis, we have to endure enough

“A labor union is justified in claim- 
jing and exercising every legitimate 
right and privilege arising from or- 


zanization, when it recognizes and 
assumes corresponding obligations. 


But when labor unionism seeks to 
monopolize the labor market by the 
jenial of opportunity for laborers ever 
to become anything but laborers; by 
olacing barriers in the way of our 
youth; by the adoption of methods 
' which are demoralizing to its 
| membership; by putting the laggard 
dn a parity with the thrifty; by part- 
/aership with grafters and dema- 
|gogues; by determination to shield 
-ather than to ferret and punish its

In May 1877 E. T. Holm2s who was 
operating a burglar alarm system in 
Boston, proposed that few tele- 
phones be linked to his wires.

Without permission Holmes went to 
six banks and nailed up a telephone in 
each. Five bankers made no pro- 
test but the sixth indignantly ordered 


“that play-toy” out saying it was “ab-| 


solutely undignified” and not a pro- 
per way to do business. 

Those five telephones could be con- 
nected by a switch in Holmes office 
and thus was born the first tiny and 
crude telephone exchange. Here it 
ran for several weeks as a telephone 
system by day and a burglar alarm by 
night.

All the 
surroundings were countrylike. The 
only bit of history of the interior of 
the house is that the central piece of 
wood in the floor of the bow of the 
large parlor is a piece of the mahog- 
any counter of the old Granite Bank. 

Quincy was then a country town, in 
whichever one knew somewhat of 
everybody else. As the Women’s Club 
is furthering today a sense of 
dorliness, of understandings and team- 
play for the community advance, it is 
a great good to Quincy—the ancient 
and honorable—fast growing city.

Concern In Country 


New York, March 28.—John Ar- 
buckle, the noted sugar and coffee 
magnate and one of the best known 
philanthropists in the United States, 
| died suddenly at his home here at 
| the age of 74 years. He was in his 
office on Saturday seemingly in good 
| health, but was taken with a chill 
| and went home. His illness was con- 
sidered slight, but there was a sud- 
den turn for the worse and the doc- 
tors were unable to revive their pa- 
tient. 

Arbuckle was the head of the firm 
of Arbuckle Bros., established in 
1871, which was the largest single 
concerns dealing in roasted coffee in 
packages in the United States. He 
was a director in many of the banks 
and trust companies of this city and 
Brooklyn, his residence being in the 
latter borough. 

He took up the sugar business as 
a rival of the American Sugar Refin- 
ing company and was perhaps the 
most potent independent factor in 
the sugar trade.

salary as any competing mill, and as 
high as could be afforded. Any in- 
crease, it was stated, would be sui- 
cidal for the employers.

GONCESSIONS 


| NOT POSSIBLE 


; Demands Of Strikers Wilt Not 


Be Met by Agents 


| Mill’ Men Claim That Business Con- 
ditions Do Not Warrant Greater 
| Raise Than Offered at Close of, the 
| Lawrence Strike—American Feder- 
| ation of Labor Trying to Gain Con- 
trol From the |. W. W. 


Lowell, Mass., March 30.—Com- 
plete rejection of the demands of the 
| strikers will be announced by the 
| mill agents in their reply to the strike 


committees. 

Telephone conferences were held by 
| the agents with the treasurers of the 
various corporations yesterday, and in 
every case the agents were informed 
that the corporation could not possibly 
offer greater concessions than were 
made at the close of the Lawrence 
strike. One agent states that if nec- 
essary his mill will remain closed six 
months rather than meet the demands 
ot the operatives. 

Active steps to wrest control of the 
strike from the leadership of the In- 
dustrial Werkers of the World were 
taken by the American Federation of 
Labor. John Golden, president ofthe 
United Textile Workers of America, 
arrived here yesterday and attended 
meetings of the union loom fixers and 
mule spinners at Weavers’ hall on 
Little street. 

Plans were discussed for strength- 
ening the union organization and pre- 
paring ‘an independent set of demands 
to be presented to the mill agents. It 
is expected that the majority of the 
idle operatives will ally themselves 
with the union labor organization. 

It has not been determined by the 
union workers whether to adopt the 
same demands as have already been 
presented by the I. W. W., but it is 
generally felt that they will form 
the basis for the union demands. 

Drenching rain which fell damp- 
ened the ardor of the striker, and 
there was little picketing in evidence. 
It had been intended by the Il. W. W 
to pickét the Massachusetts corpora- 
tion and the Bigelow Carpet com- 
pany’s plants. About fifteen pickets 
gathered at the Massachusetts mills 
before the opening hour, but only one 
or two went to the carpet company. 
There was no disturbance. 

Golden went at once to the meeting 
of the ‘eem fixers. He said he had 
instructions from the executive coun- 

| cil of the loom fixers to come here 
until the strike is settled, if it takes 
all summer. All the resources of the 
| United Textile Workers and the Am- 
| erican Federation of Labor will be 
placed at his disposal, if necessary, 
he announced.

when they established themselves in 
the Lawrence situation, namely, to 
secure terms of seftlement that will 
| be satisfactory to those textile work- 
| ers who are willing to be advised by 
; labor union officials—men who thor- 

oughly understand the textile indus- 
| try, and who are law-abiding citizens 
| of our state with a-record for square 
| dealing that will bear scrutiny. 

“It was the combined efforts of the 
United Textile Workers and the A. F. 
of L. that brought about the adjust- 
| ment of the Lawrence situation, 
| which two weeks afterward was ac- 

cepted by those who had rei..sed to 
| take our advice. 

“If the mill agents will meet them 
in the right spirit, and personally 1 
feel convinced they will, I believe 
this situation can soon be cleared up 
and industrial peace can reign again 
in Lowell. 

“We have three good textile unions 
here at present—the weavers, mule 
spinners and loom fixers. A cam- 
paign of organization will be started/ 
and the enrollment of both skilled and 
unskilled workers will begin, irre- 
spective of nationalities. 

“We have no intention of interfer- 
ing with or interrupting alien bodies, 
and for our part we will not brook in- 
terference.”
